Sacramento, Cal. April 21.—Gover- 
nor Johnson gave out tonight the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the pend- 
ing alien land legislation. This is the 
first statement the governor has made 
on the subject: 

“Californians are unable to under- 
stand why .an act admittedly within 
the jurisdiction of tne California leg- 
islature like the passage of an alien 
| land bill creates tumult, confusion and 
|ecriticism and why this local act of 
undoubted] right should become 
an international question. Of course 
the California legislature would not 
attempt to contravene any treaty 
the nation nor to do more 
been done by the federal government 
itself is many other states. 

Other States Have Acted. 

“To say that California.must do less, 
or be subjected to harsh criticisms and 
the charge of disrupting friendly 
lations with foreign powers is to deny 
to California what has been freely ac- 
corded to every other state in the un- 


ion and what has never been ques- | 


tioned with any other state. 

“Our legislature is now considering 
an alien land bill in general language 
and not discriminatory. If terms are 
used which are claimed to be discrim- 
inatory .those very terms 
were made so by many enactments and 
by the laws of «ne nation itself. 
Broadly speaking many states have 
endeavored to prevent the ownership 
of land by those ineligible to citi- 
‘zenship. The power to pass such laws 
is conceded, but immediately upon the 
of this power by a great sov- 
erign state a remarkable and inex- 
plicable outcry is heard all over the 
‘land and in other lands as well. 

“The United States by statute pro- 
vided that no alien or person who is 
not a citizen of the United States or 
who has not declared his intention to 
become a citizen of the United States 
shall acquire title to land, ete., and in 
relation to the District of Columbia 
the United States statutes contain the 
}same inhibition. 

Action of Other States. 

“Arizona in 1912 passed its act that 
(no person other than a citizen of the 
United States, or whd has declared his 
intention to become such, shall here- 
,after acquire any land, etc, and this 
(statute though passed in 1912 did not 
evoke a storm of protest from well- 
meaning philanthropists in our own 
land or threaten a rupture in diplo- 
'matic relations with any foreign na- 
tion.

DRASTIC LAW WANTED 
' BY CALIFORNIANS 


Sacramento, Cal, April 21.—Two new 
bills dealing with the question of land 
ownership by aliens in California, each 
representing the view of a considerable 
faction in the legislature, will be 
fered, and it is expected, voted on by 
the senate this week. 

Through an agreement reached by 
leaders of the majority party a drastic 
law, directed solely against Japanese 
and Chinese, will be prepared as a sub- 
stitute for the Thompson- Birdsall 
measure and probably will be passe’. 
If not, an end will have come to the 
anti-alien land legislation at this ses- 
sion, floor leaders declare. It now is 
planned to throw out entirely’ the 
guarded language of the Thompson- 
Birdsall bill and put in its place two 
simple prohibitions: 

‘1. No alien who is ineligible to citl- 
zenship shall be permitted to acqulre 
and hold land in California for a pe- 
riod of more than one year after datc 
of such acquisition. 

“No corporation, the majority of 
stock of which is held by aliens wa¢d 
are ineligible to citizenship, shall be 
permitted to acquire and hold land ex- 
cept for one year.”

THE CHILD AND THE ROAD. 


The bearing of good roads on the cause 
of education is the theme of Logan Waller 
Page, director of the federal bureau of high- 
ways, in a recent letter to Mrs. James R. 
Little, president of the Georgia chapter of 
the mothers’ congress. Mr. Page offers to 
send an expert to Georgia to lecture in city 
and country schools on the subject of good 
roads and their relation educational 
progress. 

In its long and successful campaign for 
highway improvement in Georgia, The Con- 
stitution has never lost an opportunity 
stress the educational feature. The state 
that provides schools for its children and 
then neglects to supply proper access to 
those schools is doing only part of its duty. 

The passable highway is the foundation 
of the school system. The|community may 
erect splendid school] buildings, employ the 
best teaching talent available and tax itself 
to lengthen the term. But if scholars from 
the remotest parts of the country find it 
difficult or impossible to get to the school 
in inclement weather because of wretched 
roads, a large part of the investment is lost. 

Fortunately, Georgia’s convict law and 
the propaganda for the construction of 
highways have done much to remove this 
obstacle. Throughout the state there is and 
long has been an epidemic of road-building 
and in the resulting construction due atten- 
tion has been paid to linking up all districts 
with the schoolhouse. There is vet much 
to be done, however, and the mothers’ con- 
gress, in co-operation with the federal good 
roads department, can be of much influence. 

Incidents of this nature are continually 
pointing the organization in Georgia of a 
high class and expert state highway com- 


to 


to 


mission. The state has made much phenom- 
enal progress in the building and projecting 
of highways, but its efforts have not been 
uniform and they have lacked the continu- 
ity that would flow from an authorized state 
body. The small amount required to main- 
tain such an organization would be offset 
many times by material dividends. The 
educational phase is just one. A commis- 
sion empowered to supervise and standard- 
ize road-building in this state would in- 
crease taxable values and encourage devel- 
opment in every direction. 


PEACE OR WAR IN BELGIUM. 


Today’s session of the Belgian chamber 
of deputies ought to determine whether the 
remarkable industrial strike that has al- 
ready lasted a week in that country shall 
cease or evolve into new and disquieting 
proportions. Representatives of the liberals 
and socialists are prepared to make conces- 
sions on behalf of the workmen, and it is 
reported that the government is in a re- 
ceptive mood. 

Should no settlement be reached today 
there is danger that the strike, heretofore 
peaceful, may be transformed into such dis- 
order as will defy the regulative power of 
the authorities. It is calculated that there 
are now half a million workers in all occu- 
pations idle, and their splendid behavior 
under tension has inspired wo-ld-wide ap- 
proval. But should these men learn that 
the government has not yet been impressed, 
and that it intends perpetuating the present 
plural system of voting they may be 
tempted to mischievous excesses and demon- 
strations. 

The business element is naturally throw- 
ing its weight for peace. The strike is 
costing the country $2,000,000, and even if 
it is declared off today Belgium will be 
some years in recovering from the effects. 


THE SUFFRAGETTE CRISIS. 


If indications count for any- 
thing, the British suffragette agitation is 
fast reaching a crisis. Last Sunday in 
London and in different portions of Eng- 
land the mere appearance of suffragette 
orators or sympathizers was the signal for 
demonstrations from riotous and resentful 
mobs. It is reported that only with the 
greatest effort were the women at many 
places rescued from determined hooligans. 

Americans who sympathize with the 
efforts of women in Great Britain to get 
the vote, and a great many of them do, 
cannot but view with regret the recent 
trend of the movement. The suffragettes 
have sowed violence and they are reaping 
violence. They have, it is true, embar- 
rassed the government, but the situation is 
fast reaching a stage where public opinion 
will be so crystallized against their boister- 
ous methods as to justify the harsh meas- 
ures to which the government may be driv- 
en. It is likely the majority of people in 
Great Britain, as in this country, view the 
suffrage movement itself with favor. But no 
one can tolerate the anarchy and lawless- 
ness that, in the name of propaganda, have 
been turned loose on the British public. 

It may be that the British liberals, now 
responsible for government, will finally de- 
cide on deportation of the more intractable 
leaders as the only solution. Even that 
course would require parliamentary inter- 
vention and several months would pass be- 
fore the necessary authority would 
forthcoming.

The World Protests. 


The World also takes the vice president 
to task, and says, he “should make no more 
speeches of such demagogic flavor. .. .

“Mr. Marshall would be doing a ereat

He de- 
Clares that he was not expressing opinions 
of his own, but was merelv summing up the 
sentiment which has been expressed to him 
by many honest financiers, lawyers, miners 
and laborers, men he had met on the street 
cars, On trains and in all walks of life. He 
has received letters from wealthy men com- 
mending his speech on the possibilities of 
the future, and from them and men in hum- 
bler walks of life Mr. Marshall has gath- 
ered that there is a growing sentiment 
against the enormous profits made by the 
combinations of great capital of monopolistic 
nature and the promotion profits realized 
in such deals as the consolidation of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company with the 
United States Steel corporation 

Mr. Marshall that 
association of Illinois at one time recom- 
mended that a large part of estates revert 
to the state. “IT have never recommended 
such a thing,” he says, “but I have simply 
pointed to it show that the power to 
inherit and to devise are simply privileges 
given by the state to its citizens. Men of 
judgment have expressed to me the opinion 
that if a vote was taken on a proposition 
to make all estates over the sum of $100.900 
revert to the state upon the death of the 
owner—the $100,000 being exempted—it 
would carry two to one.”

Charles was put to death upon the scaf- 
fold ratsed in front of the banqueting house, 
Whitehall. There is reason to believe that 
he was conducted to this sad stage through 
a window, from which the frame had been 
taken out, in the north extremity of the 
building near the gate. It was not so much 
elevated above the street but that he could 
hear people weeping and praying for him 
below. 

The. king was no doubt greatly mourneg 
by the common people. He was no doubt 
justly accused of arbitrary rultne: his high- 
handed proceedings with nonconformists 
had brought him many enemies. His false. 
ness toward the various opposing parties 
he had to deal with, brought him still oth- 
ers. The meek behavior of the king in his 
latter days, his tender tnterviews with his 
little children when parting with them for- 
ever, the insults he bore so well and his 
calmness at last on the scaffold, made the 
people lentent toward him. 

The body of the unfortunate king was 
embalmed itmmediately after the execution 
and taken to Windsor to be Interred. A 
small group of his friends, including his rel-~ 
ative, the Duke of Richmond, were permitted 
by parllament to conduct a funeral which 
should not cost above five hundred pounds, 
Disdaining an ordfnary grave, which had 
keen dug for the king in the floor of the 
chapel, they found a vault In the center of 
he quirte, containing two coffins, belleved to 
be those of Henry VIII. and his queen, Jane 
Seymour; and there his coffin was placed, 
with no ceremony beyond the tears of the 
mourners, the funeral service being them 
under prohibition. 

The words “King Charles, 1684," tnserthed 
on the outside of the outer wooden coffin, 
alone marked the remains of the unfortu- 
nate monarch. These sad rites were paid ag 
three in the afternoon of the nineteenth of 
February, three weeks after the execution, 
The coffin of King Charles was seen In the 
reign of William III, on the vault being 
opened to receive one of Princess Anne'’g 
children. It remained unobserved, forgot-~ 
ten, and a matter of doubt for upwards of 
a century thereafter, till in 1813, when the 
casket was opened and the remains of the 
dead king were found tolerably entire and 
in good condition, amidst the gums and 
resins which had been employed in preserv= 
ing it. That a king who had created such 
a stir during his reign as did King Chaagles L 
it seems remarkable that he should have 
been so soon forgotten, and even more ree 
markable is it that the name of the execue 
tioner was never discovered.

“T sald to Mr. Harper that at one time 


1 had a chat with Thuriow Weed, shortly 
after his return from the mission to Europe, 
to which he was appointed hv President Lin- 
coln in the fall of 1861. In the course of this 
conversation something was sald which led 
Mr. Weed to speak of the disappearance of 
Lansing. He said that it was a tragedy and 
a mysterious tragedy which for some tinm 
was a national topic. 

“Mr. Weed told me that 
very well writing something 
appearance for his newspaper, 
voOurnal. 

“T asked Mr. Weed to tell me what he 
recollected of the incident. He sald Chan- 
cellor Lansing was one of the greatest law- 
vers of his kind in the United States. He 
hecame especially conspicuous at the time of 
the adoption of the constitution of the 
United States because of his very earnest 
efforts to prevent New York state from rat- 
ifving the constitution, and if it had not 
heen for Alexander Hamilton he would have 
succeeded. If New York had not ratified the 
constitutional convention would have been a 
failure, and no one could tell what the 
future of what is now the United States 
would have been. 

“‘Lansing,’ said Mr. Weed, ‘was very 
highly respected, notwithstanding his oppo- 
<ition to the constitution. About the year 
1812 he retired from his position as chan- 
eellor because he had reached the age limit. 
Iie became very successful as a lawyer in 
nrivate practice after that. 

'  « ‘Now, said Mr. Weed, ‘all that is known 
of disappearance ts. this. He left his 
hotel in New York to walk a short distance 
to the steamboat dock, expecting to post a let- 
ter or doc’ designed for use in some im- 
portant engagement at Albany. No person 
was everfound whosaw the chancellor after 
he reached the steamboat pler. His friends at 
New York presumed that he had taken 
heat for Albany. Inquiry showed, however, 
that he was 

edat Albany. His disappearance was absolute, 
without the slightest trace of him. There 
were all sorts of conjectures. Some thought 
that he had met with an accident, perhaps 
fallen into the river. Others were persuaded 
that dhe had been attacked secretly and 
robbed. Some thought that he was mur- 
dered, and at one time the impression was 
that he had suddenly gone Insane. 

“‘Now.’ continued Mr. Weed, ‘although 
there was never,any trace of the chancellor 
after he left his lotel, nevertheless one of 
the many pieces of secret information im- 
parted to me some years later IT have kept 
cecret and shall always keep secret. But I 
tell you this much: the chancellor was 
engaged as counsel in some very important 
litigation. Some original documents which 
were vital as evidence were In his posseasion. 
These documents disappeared when he did. 
tT can say no more without betraving my 
eecret excepting that I can say that the 
disappearance of the chancellof disproves 
the statement that, sooner or later, murder 
will out. The real reason for and the man- 
ner of the disappearance of the chancellor 
will. with my death, be forever hidden from 
the knowledge of men.’ 

“Y spoke of this to Dr. Harper to show 
that in a great and crowded city it was im- 
nossible for a man of prominence to disap- 
pear without the slightest trace.
